Rockefeller, in a New York 
statem ent before flying out for 
four days of campaigning here, 
said he’s enthusiastic and op­ 
timistic about his chances in 
California.

Jitters Labeled Normal 
For Quake-Hit Alaskans 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP)— 
Residents of this shattered city, 
who showed almost no panic in 
the Alaska earthquake of March 
27, have become tense and ap­ 
prehensive from a steady series 
of aftershocks. 
Their reactions have not been 
unusual, said doctors, psychia­ 
trists and a psychologist in an 
Associated Press survey. 
“ I think everybody reacted 
quite calmly and adjusted quite 
well to the disaster,” said Dr 
William A. Davis, assistant pro­ 
fessor of psychology at Alaska 
Methodist 
University. 
“There | 
has been very little maladaptive 
or maladjusted behavior.” 
Private physicians said there 
has been a moderate to heavy 
increase in the number of per­

problems. 
“Tile earthquake had a siza­ 
ble impact emotionally,” said 
Dr J. R. Langdon, a psychia­ 
trist. “ But I suspect it will not 


prove to have been real bad.”

Rader, said people “ rose to the 
occasion because it was a clear 
and present danger and they

Soaring enrollments at paroch­ 
ial schools in Ohio will have a 
direct effect on the state’s tax­ 
payers next year—to the tune 
of $4.4 million. 
And it is conceivable that pub­ 
lic education costs could climb 
to serious heights in the next 
few years if non-public schools 
cannot find a solution to their 
growing problems. 
Most 
of 
Ohio’s 
parochial 
schools 
are 
in 
trouble. 
The 
largest group, the Roman Cath­ 
olic 
elem entary 
schools, 
has 
had an enrollment increase of 
nearly IOO per cent since 1951, 
from 167,391 to 308,292 this year, 
according to the Ohio Catholic 
Welfare Conference. This com­ 
pares with an increase of less 
than 
50 
per 
cent 
in 
public 
schools over the same period. 
The number of lay teachers 
(the ones for whom parochial 
schools must compete salary- 
wise, with public schools) in 
creased some 600 per cent, from 
719 in 1951 to 4,216 this year 
The 
enrollment 
boom 
has 
caused the construction of hun­ 
dreds 
of new 
classrooms 
in 
Catholic 
dioceses 
across 
th 
state in j-ecent years. Each new 
classroom has meant the addi­ 
tion of a new teacher—usually 
a lay teacher because of a rela 
tively small increase of religi 
ous vocations. 
Many Catholic educators see 
the elimination of grades as th* 
only action they can take to 
ease the situation. 
That’s being done this Sep 
tem ber in the Cincinnati Arch 
diocese—the first in the country 
to take such action—with elim 


ination of first grades in its 19- 
county area. 
That will leave the state and 
local school districts with the 
responsibility of educating an 
additional 10,000 students at a 
cost ot nearly $4.5 million. 
In announcing the economy 
move earlier this year, Arch­ 
bishop Karl J. Alter said it was 
necessary to protect the very 
existence 
of 
t h e 
financially 
hard-pressed parochial schools. 
But where will it end? 
If the Catholic church alone 
should decide to quit the school 
business altogether In Ohio to­ 
day, taxpayers would be faced 
with the 
staggering financial 
burden of educating the 308,292 
children now being taught in 
the parochial schools. 
That would amount to a cost 
of some $116 million, based on 
tile Ohio Education Association’s 
estim ate of $376 as the average 
cost to educate one pupil in pub­ 
lic schools this year. 
What can be done to help the 
parochial schools? 
‘‘Help of any kind would of 
fer some relief,” says Bishop 
George J. Rehring of Toledo 
“ Participation in all the wel 
fare benefits would be a help 
allowing tuition to be deducted 
on tax returns would be a help 
“ Directing financial aid in the 
teaching of all subjects that 
are part of the curriculum of 
compulsory 
education 
accord 
ing to state law would be the 
best help,” Bishop Rehring ad 
ded 
M a n y Catholic leaders a r 
quick to point out that the sit 
uation extends beyond money 
m atters alone. They say that 


because the non-public schools 
have assumed the responsibility 
for educating a large number 
of Ohio youngsters the state has 
teen able to improve the qual­ 
ity of public education. 
A program of “ shared tim e” 
with public schools is seen by 
some Catholic educators as a 
means of relieving the educa­ 
tional load on parochial schools. 
Under such a program, paro­ 
chial school students would use 
laboratories and other technical 
facilities in public schools, thus 
eliminating 
the 
high 
cost of 
providing such facilities in their 
own schools. The program also 
would 
open 
parochial 
school 
classrooms to more students. 
Most Catholic educators long 
have been opposed to dropping 
grades as an economy m eas­ 
ure. But Archbishop Alter said 
the action was necessary to in­ 
crease teachers’ salaries and 
space.

suddenly switched and declared 
that Wallace, after all, was a 
visitor in the state and should 
be treated courteously. 
“ What has infuriated my op­ 
position in Wisconsin, Indiana 
and now M aryland,” Wallace 
said in an interview,” “ is that 
they have portrayed me as a 
bigot and racist and some sort 
of dope, and it has backfired 
on ’em. 
“ Folks just aren’t fooled by 
someone who calls another man 
a bigot in the nam e of toler­ 
ance. And if I’m a racist, so 
are the thousands who have 
voted for me. But you know 
that’s not the case.” 
That point is one Wallace has 
been 
trying 
to establish 
for 
years. 
In 1956, when he was a mem 
ber of the platform committee 
at the Democratic National Con­ 


vention 
in 
Chicago, 
Wallace 
said: 
“ The South must let the world 
know that racial segregation 
the only sane, sensible and non 
hypocritical way in which our 
people can live in harmony to 
gether. 
The 
propaganda that 
has been purposely disseminat­ 
ed to the effect that those who 
believe in segregation are anti 
Negro is a downright lie.” 
The words could have come 
from any one of his campaign 
speeches in Maryland, Wiscon 
sin or Indiana. But now he adds 
a postscript: 
“ I’ve discovered in these trips 
North that there are many mil 
lions of segregationists in the 
United States. Of course they 
don’t call themselves segrega 
tionists, but they segregate. The 
only

between 
them and the people of Ala 
ba ma is that down there we 
preach and practice the same 
thing.” 
Some close friends of Wallace 
say he definitely has fleeting

White House. 


He pointed out that the situa-

“Automation” is becoming a label 
for a giant that devours jobs and will, 
in the future, create a society in which 
tile majority will have no work and will 
spend their lives in non-productive lei­ 
sure. Dr. Stuart M. Jamieson, profes­ 
sor of economics at the University of 
British Columbia, predicts that in time 
to come 20 to 25 per cent of the popu­ 
lation will be able to provide all the 
food and goods needed by everyone. 
This is oversimplification. There is 
no clear picture yet of the kind of fu­ 
ture society that will evolve in the de­ 
cades ahead. 
The chief difficulty lies in attitudes 
to automation. It is seen only in terms 
of the industrial age. In this context, 
umemployment is the result of reces­ 
sions, great or small, which in turn are 
produced by an excess of goods. 
In a technological society, production 
is no longer a problem. Abundance is 
constant. The challenge is to provide 
everyone with the means to enjoy it. 
This 
in 
itself 
upsets 
many 
old 
standards of values, particularly those 
in which there is a direct relationship 
between work and pay. This relation­ 
ship between work and its rewards is 
among the most ancient of mankind's 
values. 
In the future automated society paint­ 


ed by economists, there will not be only 
an abundance of goods but also of lei­ 
sure. Idealists point to man having 
time to deveolp and use those inner re­ 
sources which have been denied to him 
since the beginning of tim e because he 
has always had to struggle for the 
means of life. 
Some of the results of increased lei­ 
sure have not been promising. Crime in­ 
creases, outbrusts of anarchy and ir­ 
rationality tend to show that work is 
an essential restraint on mankind’s be­ 
havior. These can be 
interpreted as 
signs that people find abundance and 
leisure more difficult to cope with than 
hard work or hardship. 
The idea, for example, that crime is 
mostly a product of poverty has been 
turned topsy-turvy in a society in which 
there is less real want than ever and 
much abundance. If unemployment is 
to be regarded as leisure that is the 
birthright of man, there must be a 
revolution in human thought. 
In the early nineteenth century, the 
Luddites 
smashed 
the 
stocking ma­ 
chines because they believed the ma­ 
chines had robbed them of their jobs. 
A better educated society will have 
to adjust more rationally to more radi­ 
cal changes in its way of life.

He was notified in Havana of 
his loss of nationality, but in 
1960 ho entered this country at 
El Paso, Tex., without an im­ 
migration visa or other docu­ 
ment.

home are diphtheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus (lockjaw), small­ 
pox and polio. 
He said six out of ten chil 
dren have not been adequately 
protected or immunized against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus and four out of IO chil­ 
dren have not received a small­ 
pox vaccination.

age, 
Dr. 
Spencer said, 
have not been 
protected 
adequately 
against 
polio, and this age group suf­ 
fered approximately half of the 
303 cases of paralytic polio in 
1963. 
“ By the very fact that vac­ 
cines have worked so well,” Dr. 
Spencer said, “ the urgency for 


using them has diminished in tho 
minds of the1 public. In most 
communities there is no appar­ 
ent serious threat of an epidem­ 
ic. But what about tomorrow? 
“ lf the gaps in our protection 
are allowed to remain or grow, 
the benefits of ‘herd immunity’ 
may be lost. Herd immunity is 
achieved when a large propor­ 
tion of the population is vac­ 
cinated, dampening the spread 
of organisms 
causing a 
dis­ 
ease.” 
The seminar, which also in­ 
cluded a talk by Eldon Savage 
of the Public Health Service 
and a panel discussion headed 
by Dr. Harold A. Decker, chief 
of Ohio's Communicable Dis­ 
eases Division, was the 16th of 
some 30 such programs being 
conducted around the country.

oughbreds p e r i s h e d in t h e 
flames Monday afternoon, five 
more were injured and had to 
be destroyed and another died 
of a heart attack. 
The flames, thrown from barn 
to barn by 
winds, 
drove the 
h o r s e s into stampede, their 
charges scattered firemen try­ 
ing to douse 
the flames 
and 
their hooves 
sent up dust in 
choking clouds to mingle with 
the smoke. 


The Tennesse Walking Horse 
is an Am erican breed which ori­ 
ginated in the S o u t h and was 
first used on the plantations.

Coed Is at End 


CLEVELAND (AP) — A 22- 
year-old Columbus man—his al­ 
leged masquerade as a Navy 
oficer over and his marriage 
to an Ohio State coed ended— 
was scheduled for arraignment 
today in U. S. District Court 
here. 
The man. James Maurice Jen­ 
sen, is accused of posing as 
Andre Pierre Maurice DuValle, 
a Navy lieutenant, in a succes- 
ful campaign to win the hand 
of a coed from Mentor. 
The marriage broke up, au­ 
thorities say, when the coed 
learned Jensen’s only military 
service was a three-month en­ 
listed hitch in 1959. They say he 
was discharged from the Navy 
as “incompatible.” 
Jensen, 
now 
in 
Cuyahoga 
County jail, was arrested in Co­ 
lumbus 
by 
FBI 
agents 
and 
charged with impersonating an 
officer. 
Robert J. Rotatori, assistant 
U.S. attorney, said Jensen wore 
his uniform and battle ribbons 
at his wedding in Chagrin Falls 
Oct. 13, 1962. Jensen was quoted 
as having said he had piloted 
jets in Korea and South Viet 
Nam and that the Navy was 
sending him to Ohio State. 
Rotatori said Jensen admit­ 
ted he wore the uniform he had 
bought secondhand for $17 early 
in 1962 to impress the coed and 
her parents. 
The handsome-looking Jensen, 
described as well traveled, was 
caught, Rotartori said, after his 
former wife became suspicious 
when no checks arrived f r o m 
the Navy and his answers about 
his 
aeronautical 
engineering 
studies did not seem right. 
The FBI turned up the hoax 
after a telephone call from the 
girl’s father, a salesman for a 
tool manufacturing firm. 
The father said he gave the 
couple $300 and some furniture, 
according to Rotatori. The fath­ 
er told authorities he never 
would have consented to the 
marriage had he known the 
truth, the government attorney 
said.

Sliffer Fire 
Law Is Urged 


Nursing Homes 
Are Chief Target* 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
State Fire Marshal Fred Rice 
has called for stiffer laws re­ 
quiring all Ohio nursing homes 
to have automatic sprinkling 
systems since elderly patients 
“too often cannot escape” in a 
fire. 
Nursing homes that cannot 
provide this type of protection 
and still make a profit should 
be closed, Rice, said Monday. 
Rice made the plea in a let­ 
ter he wrote to the Legislative 
Service Commission, which will 
make recommendations on pos­ 
sible pew laws to next General 
Assembly. 
Noting 
the 
trend 
towards 
more nursing homes through­ 
out the country, Rice said: 
“Whether you like it or not, 
nursing homes are a type of 
hospital and we would never, 
under any circumstances, per­ 
mit a hospital to exist in the 
type and construction of build­ 
ings that are presently used as 
nusing homes. 
“During World War II the 
world was 
shocked when it 
learned that Hitler would gas 
and then cremate elderly Ger­ 
man couples. Our methods are 
a little different, but we are 
accomplising, in a degree, the 
same purpose.” 
The veteran fire official said 
his jot was to save lives. He 
made it clear he had small in­ 
rerest m how little or how much 
profit was being made from 
nursing home patients. 
It appeared from these re­ 
marks that Rice obviously was 
irked by 
arguments recently 
used by some nursing home 
operators that strong laws would 
put them out of business. Rice 
attended every meeting the leg­ 
islative study committee held in 
its probe of nursing homes. 
Recounting 
the 
Fitchville 
Nursing Home fire last Nov. 23 
in w h i c h 63 elderly patients 
died.
